BLOODY FIGHTINa. 

Spanish Soldiers Charged With UurderlntT 
Non-combatants— Important 
Cuban Victory. 

T.\Mi'A, Fla., Feb. 29. — Yesterday's 
mail from Cuba brings letters from two- 
difTerent sources, announcing the out- 
rages which are stated in the dispatch 
given below, directed to Senator Morgan 
in Washington City by Rafael Portu- 
ondo, the Cuban secrettiry of state, whO' 
baa left for Washington City: 

" III Quato, seven miles from tho sub- 
urbs ol Havana, on Saturday, February 
22, at half-past two, the insurgenta re- 
tired from the town. At six o'clock 3C0 
Spanish soldiers entered, immediately 
murdering non-comliataiits to the num- 
of twenty-two. Among them were two 
Spaniards, sick men, boys of 15, and an 
old man of 72. Fifteen insurgent iion- 
conibatanta have been taken to Maranio 
for trial. This news has been confirmed 
by living witnceses who have just ar- 
rived from tho scene of tho butchery." 

Details of the battle at Palo Prieto, 
between Santa Clara anil Placeta, about 
February 20, have been received. The 
result is considered more important 
than the battles of Peralajo Coliso or Las 
Cacaos. Seradu Sanchez commanded 
the Cubans and Gen. Palaiicothe Spani- 
ards. The outcome was the greatest 
triuiniih the Cubausever had, the Span- 
ish loss being 700. Gieii. Palanco was 
severely wounded, and hia horse ia now 
ill possession of (iuiiitin Bandera. In 
their flight many Spaniards threw lliom- 
selves into the river. The Spaniardsat- 
tacked a small di3tachment of scouts, 
who soon overtook the main body, and 
after a short fight the macheto charge 
was made, prostrating hundreds of 
Spanish beneath their terribleonalaught'. 
The severe Spanish losses are attributed 
to the pani(^>vhich ensued when a charge 
with machetes was ordered. 

Great enthtisiasin prevails here among 
the Cubans over the announcement that 
the resolution to recognize them as bel- 
ligerents was passed by the United 
States senate.

THE SDLTAN'S WORRIMENTS. 

More Trouble Caused by the Young Turks 
Than by the Armenian Element. 

Co.vsT.iNTi.s'oi'Li;, via Sofia, Feb. ^1). — 
The Turks are rajiidly becoming far 
more dangerous to the rule of AUdul 
Hamid than the Armenians, although 
the revolutionary agents of the latter are 
etill busily at work. They appear to 
have become convinced that their only 
hope of any kind of redress is in the na- 
ture of a partial eelf-government, and 
lies in the Young Turk party. This is 
cofitiniially strengthening, andthep&rty 
is daily hecomiiijj! bolder. On the other 
band the miirninrin^ anions tlie popu- 
lace is iiKiru distinct, am! it has rcachiHl 
the cars of palace otlicials in an nnmis- 
taUable;ii:iniier, causing the iitiiiost iiii- 
caHiness ami an.^icty. 

The police and military authorities 
iiavo been taking steps for some time 
pM.Ht to get at the facts of wiiat seems to 
Ik; a widespread conspiracy, with head- 
quarters in this city, and branches, it is 
said, in many parts of the Ottoman em- 
pire. AlTaira yesterday and to-day 
reached a point When it was judged that 
energetic action could no longer bo de- 
layed, soovcr 200 Armenians and a num- 
ber of Turks have been arrested. 

The anxiety to outwit the hostile ])ow- 
crs, when secretly backed np by Russia, 
is a comparatively ciisy task, when cotn- 
jiarod with confronting a possible up- 
rising of a stroiiir section of the Turks 
themselves. The latter are incensed 
against the Armenians fo.- the agitations 
which they have fostered, but are also 
very bitter against the long-continued 
misrule of the palace people. Thus, the 
Armenian agitators have really been 
playing into the hands of the govern- 
ment, and it is only now, when the dis- 
turbances have subsided, that the real 
situation is becoming apparent. 

The feeling therefore among the Turks 
against the Sultan has nothini; to do 
with till! Armenians, the treatment tliey 
have bi'iMi Hulijcctc.J to and t heir alleged 
grievances. It is<liie lo tlic wrongs suf- 
fered by the TiirliH t liemscl ves, mid the 
tciiible opjircssion, secret jioli.H- and 
ta.\-gatliurers. 

Among the lower classes here the mat- 
ter might- not go fill thor than iihuulering 
the jialaee, etc., and the ousting of the 
palaec favorites, and probably tlicim- 
provemeiit of the government thereby. 
Turkish cfiicials claim that the arrests 
were made simply as a precaution 
against the posBibil'ity of a hostile mani- 
festation against the Sultan upon the 
occasion of his visit to Topkahou palace 
to-day to attend the Midranizah festival

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of A'ictoria to Borrow the eiim of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt qf its revenue for the year 18'JG. 

Wlicreas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 
is;«," ami aincnding Acts, every Uunicipality 

may, uinlcr the conditions contained therein, 
uorrow from any person sucli sum of money, 
not cxccciUiig an amount eiiual to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real proiierty,as 
.■ihown by the revised assesnneiit roll of tlie 
.Municlpulity for the year IH'J.'), »nd hearing 
such rate of Interest as may be requisite, lo 
meet tlit' current legal e.Tpeudiiure of the Car- 
poratlon which becomes jiayable out of the 
iin.iual revenue before the revenue for the year 
heconu'S payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total ainounl of taxes upon 
land nnd iniiirovemeiits or real property, as 
shown Ijy the revised assessment roll of the 
.Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 
1895, wt« |2ifi,519.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic 
toria for ilie year IS'.m iiayableout of the annual 
revenue bciore such revenue for such year be- 
comes payiildeby the taxi)ayerp, it is requisite 
for the yald Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money notexeuediiig ?120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

Sec. 1. It Fhall be lawlul for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Comoiittee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or ]>crs(>ns, firm or llrnii, earpotatiom or corpor 
iiiioiis.wnomay bo willing to advance the same, 
the Slim of f I'Jd.OOO in such amounts and at dnch 
times as, subji-ct as hcreinarter provided, the 
sunui may, in llie Dpinlon iif the .Mayor and the 
liiittiice Couimiltco of the Council, be reiiuired 
beariUK Interest at a rate not exceeding Uve per 
centum per annum. 

.Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
peiided in defraying the current legal expenses 
of the Bald Corporation for the year 1890, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to iho lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 3l6t day of December, 
wx,, out ol the municipal revenue for the said 
year.

The explanations made h.v the Hon. 
Mr. Turner, Mr. Rithet and Mr. Helmc- 
ken at the meeting on Friday evening 
seem, from all that we can learn, to 
have be'^n most satishictory. Very 
little, indeed, was known about the bill 
even by those who called the meeting. 
It had been misrepresented by ojjpon- 
ents of the Government, and when the 
audience came to see what the object of 
the bill was and how it was likely to 
work, some of the most intelligent of 
thcni, we have good reason to believe, 
changed their minds regarding it and 
came to the conclusion that it could be 
made the means of doing a great deal ct 
good. 

Most intellieent'citizens know that tiie 
maintenance of education is a very 
heavy drain on the revenue of tlie Pro- 
vince. But tliey do not like the idea of 
limiting the scope of the system of jiuli- 
lic education now in operation or ui 
crippling it in any way. But to keep it 
in its present ellei-tive condition re- 
quires a considerable sum of money 
every year, which sum must go on in- 
creasing as the population increases. 
How is the money to te raised to edu- 
cate the children of the Province tis gen- 
■ci-ally and as well as tiiey ought to be 
educated, without adding greatly to the 
burdens of the taxpayei-s? This is the 
problem which the Government ha.s to 
solve— and it will have to be admitted 
that it is not so simple or so easy of 
solution as many people who have no 
idea of the nature and the number of 
the cemands on the revenue seem to 
think. It occurred to the Government 
that the wild lauds ul tiie Province 
could be made availalile for the purjiose 
of HUpliortini: education. 

There are millions upon milliotia of 
acres ot wilderness land in the Province 
that are jierfectly useless. They produce 
nothing and they yield no revenue. 
They are, some say, a valualde provincial 
asset. In which way vahialile? The 
people derive no benefit from this im- 
mense area of land, mm-h of it (!ultivat- 
ihlc. Ii thi? laiiil, iiisteail of being locked 
up, were |iut on the market and the 
money paid for it and the taxes it would 
yield devoted to edu'»ting the children 
of the people, would they not In- greatly 
benefited? 

The GovtTnnient will nut be alile to 
sell the land was an objection laised by 
the (U'.si)Oiiiling obstructivcH. The reply 
to this was that u lien (Government bad 
the power to sell the laud the amount 
of the sales was a very considei- 
able addition to the revenue each year. 
There is every reason to believe that 
when Government land la again offered 
for sale the same thing will take place. 
A fund will be iormed for the support of 
public education, and not a single dollar 
will bo added to the burdens of the peo- 
l)lo. The ulan was thought to be a. good 
one and the Land Sales Bill is the result. 
When tlie people come to see that this^ 
is the nature of the bill and tbia.its; 
object the misrepresontaliona of Oppo-. 
aition orators will lose their force. 
Common sense says, if the wild lands, 
that in their present condition do no 
good, can bo made to relieve the peo])le 
of taxes and cont-ibute to the support 
of education the law which permits the 
Govei^ntnent to sell them for such a pur- 
pose is a good one and is at any rate 
woi tb a trial.

The rela- 
tions between trustees and teachers have 
hitherto been most harmonious. The 
trustees seemed to have perfect confid- 
ence in the teachers, and the teachers 
have apparently regarded the trustees as 
their best friends. The efliciency of the 
schools in the past has no doubt b^en in 
a great measure owing to this 
mutual respect and good feel- 
ing. It will, we are satisfied, 
be uiu'ortunate for the cause of educa- 
tion in this city if a change for the 
wor.sc takes place in the attitude of j 
trustees and teachers towards each [ 
other. It is sincerely to be hoped that ' 
the breach that appears to have been j 
made will soon be closed, and that the j 
old relations will be rcsuined. |

To Be Taken To-morrow on a Variety of 
Important Subjects— Reclnmation of 
the James Bay Flats. 

To-morrow night's meeting of the city 
council ]>roiuiHeH to be a long and inter- 
esting session, the list of deferred busi- 
ness— including the final draft of the es- 
timates—having grown to formidable 
])roportions. In addition to the de- 
ferred business and new matters coming 
forward in the ordinary course, a vari- 
ety of special subjects are foreshadowed 
in notices already bulletined. Several 
of these stand in ilie naino of the Mayor, 
including a recommendation that City 
Kugmeer Wilmot be authorized to act as 
supervising engineer in the carrying out 
of the work at Ueaver lake, for the Vic- 
toria water works, under the niemoran- 
duni of agreement made on ,)uly 1'-', 
18115. between Messrs. Walkeley, King 
t'asey and the corporation. Tlu^ 
.Ma vor will also recommend the intro- 
duction of a by-law to repeal tlu! police 
magistrate's and legal adviser's by-law, 
JS88, and amendment by-law, 181)5." 

Two other resolntiona are to be intro- 
duced by Aid. Marchant, the first of 
these providing that Aid. Cameron, 
Williams and lie constitute a special 
coiniiiittee to investigate and report as to 
the best means of reclaiming and utiliz- 
ing the waste lands known as the .lames 
Bay mud flats. The second resolution 
provides " that the iiolice I'omu ission- 
ers he respectfully reipiested to obtain 
from the jiolice 'full particulars of tlie 
buildings within the city limits, where 
it is known or belipved that prostitution 
is being carried on; the names of the 
owners or lessors of said buildings; 
names of the tenants or lessees of said 
buildings nntl the approximate number 
of women who frequent or reside in such 
buildings."

On a little cottago on I'andora avenue 
i» a conspicuous sign in large letters an- 
nouncing the " Christ method of heal- 
ing — Inquirers welcome." Curiosity 
took one viaitor there yesterday, and 
Mr. \\ . v.. Putnam, who practises hoal- 
iiij,', e.\plain«l what the si;,'ii meant. 
Ho prefaced his e.\' planation by saying 
that be was not what is generally known 
as a Christian Scientist, but rather one 
of tho band of Students of Truth, -svliii:!!, 
though somewhat similar to the Scien- 
tists, the Divine Healers and kinilred 
sects, diflfers from them in some ways. 
His method was what might be styled 
practical Christiainty . It meant carry- 
ing out the spirit of what Christ him- 
self taught aii(i His way of living. 

Three years agij, .NIr. Putnam ex- 
plained, ho had gone to the Homo 
ot Truth in California, the headquarters 
of this method of he.aling. He was 
then anfleriiig from ])htliisia in 
its incipient stage, and a 
complication of other diseases, and was 
cured. The method had been imi)arteti 
to him, and he had since followed it. 
The sects of which he had already spoken 
had, in his opinion, done great good, 
there beinu tliousands of cases which 
physicians had failed to iielp that the 
system had cured. The real base of the 
method was the belief that Christ was 
ever i)resont in man. that conBoience 
was Christ, and it was the exercise of 
this divinity that produced the healing. 
In jiroportion as a man loved his fellow- 
men so had he the receptive power for 
exercising this cure. Unlike the Chris- 
tian .Scientists, wlio (exercised their heal- 
ing power as a jirofession and charged 
fees, the Truth method was given freely, 
though people who were cured were at 
liberty to bestow money if they >\islied, 
should they consider that tliey were 
henelited.l 

To illustrate the working of this in- 
ward power he instanced the case of the 
Russian, Holy .lohii. He, was a poor 
boy who was considered so dense that he 
could bo taught nothing and was turned 
away from school. He went home and 
that'night he in his anguish prayed so 
earnestly for help that he suddenly felt 
the veil lilted from his hitlierto befogged 
brain. The Clirist power was so strong 
in him that he next day went back to 
the school and taujzht the very teacher 
who had scorned liim.

Another instance was that of a 
woman who stood up in a public assem- 
bly and l)y the power within her spoke 
in German, a tongue that she had never 
heard a word of before. From wdiat he 
had heard of I''rancis Schlatter, whose 
marvellous cures in Denver hud startled 
the world, he was another instance of the 
same thing. The power might perhaps 
be ilescribeil as spiritual magnetism, ln:t 
a faj- liiglier power.

There are two footnotes 
in a forthcoming work from her pen 
which represent more time than this, 
but in addition to hor unflagging onthu- 
smsm she is possesswl of a sort of "pas- 
sionate patience, " and she counts nei- 
ther time nor hard work, provided only 
tliat sho knows that her work when 
(lono will stand tho test of tho severest 
criticism. 

Socially Mrs. Reed is a most delight- 
ful woman, a member of several clnbs 
and living a large and useful life out- 
side of her literary achievements. 

Mary Hartley ('atlierwood's place 
among Iho foremost American novelists 
is assured beyond doubt or question. 
Her home is at some distance from tJio 
city, bnt her social and literary affilia- 
tions are :ill here, and so Chicago feels 
a just pri<lo in her high achievements 
and her more than national fame. 

Mrs. Catherwood is an ojitbusiastj'; 
and intelligent stndent of the pictur- 
es((n(^ days (jf early American history, 
and lior worl<s bring us faeci to face with 
the scones and the men and women of 
those times. Her lust book, "The Ro- 
mance of Dollard," was a masterly 
piece of fiction and established tho rcj)- 
utiition whicliher more recent work has 
fullj' maintained. Mrs. (Jatherwood is 
an idealist, and tho poet's and the art- 
ist's instincts are very plainly to be 
seen in hor work. 

Mrs. 'Ainplia Q. Mason's book, "Tho 
Women of the French Salon, " issaed 
simultaneously in Now York and Ijon- 
don in 1891, was one of tho most ,suc- 
oesafnl of that year. Sho is distinct- 
ly an, essayist, and her literary style is 
excellent. She is a Puritan of New 
England descent, low voiced, gray eyed, 
and in hor maimer is just a tinge of 
the dignity and bearing of the dames of 
whom she writea. Sho is extremely in- 
teresting in conversation, but will talk 
of all subjects more willingly than of 
herself. 

Mrs. Mario Mora Marsh writes breezy 
little sketches that find favor in various 
papers and mnganines. Sho is at hor best 
in stories of boy and dog life, which are 
full to tho brim of a delightful enthufii- 
ttsm and sympathy. Sho does not take 
momlure seriously, but gives one llio 
ImprRsaion that slio is out in its uncer- 
tain sea juflt fur a pleasure sail and nut 
bound fur any port in ])articular. SIh! is 
said to do mucli of her writ ing curled 
up in an armchair, her ])(;t dog Vic in 
hor lap and a box of bonbons witliin 
reach. Sho is fair to see, with a ringing 
hoyish laugh and a genuine conversa- 
tional gift.

Miss Kirkland was born in New

Mrs. Fanny Hale Gardiner does ex- 
cellent work as a translator from several 
languages. She has published a fine 
translatiui; of .AInie. Bazan's "Ru.ssia" 
and a "ijifo of Mnio. do Staol. " She is 
c;irpful in her wuri; to maintain the idea 
of tho autlior, yet has the happy art of 
inve.--ting it with an originality and 
flavor all her own.

' of those young writers who are making 
tho west proud of itself in a literary 
way. She was born and educated in 
Illinois and before her marriage to Mr.

might nunc justly conclude she had gone 
to Elche than put an end to her life, 
and though we could learn nothing of 
her at our inn nior(i than Daw.iou had 
already told mo, yet our hopes wore 
Klreugthened in tho probability of fiiul 
lug her at Elcho by recollecting her 
earnest, secret conversation with the 
Moors, who might certainly have re- 
turned to Elche in the night, they pre- 
ferring that time for their jouriu'y, as 
we know. So, having hastily snatclied 
a repast, while our landlord was pro- 
curing nmles for our use, we set off 
acro.ss the plain, doing om- best to cheer 
each other un tho v.ay.

A MYSTERY OF ClHNATOVyiN. 

Hinging Upon the Self-Murder of Tom Cheu 
Ming— Hard Work for the Detectives. 

A mystery of very promising propor- 
tions is couiiQcted with the guici<,(v of un 
unknown Chlhunu'iii, whoso body was 
fouiul Inuiging to the stairway in the 
rear of Hart's cabins early yesterday 
morning, the Celestial having apparently 
cointnitted suicide deliberately by hang- 
ing hiuiBC'.f with a small cord underneath 
the common stairway by which the 
second floor cabins are reached. A 
brother Chinaman who diseovered the 
body and reported the fiiet to the police 
is detained at headquarters as a neces- 
sary witness in order that there may be 
no question as to his appearance at the 
inquest to-morrow. ' Neither h6 nor any 
others of the residents of Chinatown are 
able or vyilling to identify the dead man, 
who from visiting curds found in his 
pocket is thought to have been known 
as Tom Cheu .Ming. The liody was well 
dressed and well iirmrished, and no cause 
ia to he gathered from any of theeiieum- 
stauiesyet presented. The police be- 
lieve that they recognize in the deceased 
a l)erson interesteil in the trouble 
which has recently devekiped at the 
Chinese theatre and an effort will be 
nuule to discover if tin; e,iius;e of the 
suicide can have been nuv threats made 
in this connection. The task of getting 
at the truth of the matter at the present 
time seems to be a far from light one.

JAMESON IN ENGLAND. 

The Guest of Lord William Beresford— His 
Defence of the Raid— Criticism oi 
the Poet Lanreate. 

London, Feb. 29. — Dr. Jameson is the 
guest of Lord William Beresford at Deep- 
den Dorking. His arrival in England is 
the sensation of the week. The charge 
of " warring against a friendly power," 
brought against him when arraigned in 
the Bow street police court on Mon- 
day last, was based ou the foreign 
enlistment act of 1S70, which was passed 
to prohibit Fenian raidsinto Canada from 
the United States. A precedent was 
found in General Sandoval and Sir W. 
Call's naval expedition against Vene- 
zuela in 18S7. Their vessel the Justitia 
was fitted out at Antwerp, and sailed 
and battled with a Venezuelan vessel. 
General Sandoval was sentenced to a 
month's confinement as a first class 
prisoner and to pay a tine of C.'iOO. It is 
understood that Dr. Jameson's defence 
will be that he was called upon by the 
reform committee to assist iu maintain- 
ing order in Johannesburg, that the 
committee was acting under the Trans- 
vaal flag, the Boer o^cials having with- 
drawn and that moreover the men ac- 
companying him did not fire until they 
were attacked. 

Alfred .Austin, the Poet Laureate, is 
still meeting with much ridicule, esjieci- 
ally regarding his ell'usion upon Jame- 
son's raid. The matter finally reached 
the Mouse of Commons yesterday when 
Or. J. Parker Smith, Liberal-Unionist 
member for the Patrick division of 
Lanarkshire, asked the government for 
information regarding the laureateship. 
He suggestetl that Mr. Austin's patriotic 
badads should be submitted to the 
censorship of the Lord Chamberlain or, 
he airily added, " some other minister." 
Mr. J. W. iSwift MacNeill, anti-l'arnel- 
lite mem ber for the South division of 
Donegal, asked if the laureate's utter- 
ances were not privileged inasmuch as 
he was the substitute fjr the court 
jester. First Lord of the Treasury, Rt. 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, in re))lying for the 
government said he did not tliiak any 
department of the government was 
especially qualified for poetical censor- 
ship. This incident occasioned much 
laughter. If the unfortunate Poet Laur- 
eate had been permitted to hear the 
criticisms passed upon his verse no 
doubt he would havo felt extremely tin- 
comfortable, •'even if possessed of the 
great gift of being praiotically case- 
hardened against public ridicule.
